IN THE SEN 

VEST AND SHERMAN ON THE 
TION. 
Special Dispatch to Tue Chicago Tribune. 

Wasineroxn, D. C., Dec. 11.— Finance 
again had the floor in Senate today. The 
speech of Senator e is regarded as 
the best orator on Democratic side, was 
the great attraction. ‘The announcement 
that he would speak on Senator Sherman’s 
finuncial record served to attract a larger 
number of spectators than usual to the gal- 
leries. The Senator from Misouri. talked 
nearly three hours. Such a mixture 
of stump oratory, attractive § clap-trap, 
and barefaced demagogy is seldom heard 
in the Senate. Mr. Vest is learned in the 
law, witty, satirical, and the posséssor of a 
fund of terse, rugged English words, which 
he pours forth volubly, sometimes in disre- 
gard of the rules of grammar. He is bold. 
oftentimes to the verge of courseness, and 
quick in repartee. Today he exercised all 
his rhetorical powers and made a speech 

BOTH INTERESTING AND AMUSING. 
The subject under discussion was Mr. Vest’s 
proposed amendment to the Refunding bill, 
compelling the National banks to take the 3 
per cent bonds as security for circulation. 
The amendment is identical in principle with 
that attached to the Funding bill of 1580, 
which led to its veto by Hayes. The Sena- 
tor from Missouri devoted the greater 
part of his speech to abuse of the National 
banks. They were depicted as monsters, 
sucking the life-blood of the Nation, corrupt- 
ing its institutions, and despotically contföll- 
ing at will the volume of itscurrency. Mr. 
Vest proved, with ardent declamation and 
furious gesticulation, that these merciless as- 
sociations had during the past ten years not 
only been guilty of accumulating large sur- 
pluses, but had in the most dastardly man- 
ner paid to the stockholders an average 
annual dividend of 8½ per cent. 

SENATOR MC’PHERSON, 
who, in his very able speech yesterday, had 
eulogized the National banking system, was 
severely eriticised by the Missouri orator. 
The only reply made by the Senator from 
New Jersey te the extravagant assertions of 
Mr. Vest was to request the latter to read 
from the record what Mr. McPherson had 
actually said. The perversion of Mr. Me- 
Pherson’s language by the speaker was made 
so plain that Mr. Vest himself seemed rather 
confused. From the National banks the 
speaker dashed into the financial record of 
the Republican party, the demonetization of 
silver, the principies of Jacksonian Democ- 
racy, and back again to the original point of 
attack. He quoted the record of 1870, when 
MR. SHERMAN 

proposed tecompel the banks to take the 4 
per cent bonds as security for circulation, 
and dwelt upon the consistency of the Ohio 
financier. The substantial points of the 
speech were that its author is opposed to the 
Refunding bill; hat he wishes to supplant 
the National-bank notes by issuing silver 
certificates based upon silver dollars, to be 
kept in the vaults of the Treasury: and that 
he is opposed to the abolition of the duties 
on whisky and tobacco, 
SENATOR SHERMAN MADE A BRIEF SPEECH 
in reply to some of Mr. Vest's assertions. 
He denied that the National banks had co- 
erced President Hages to veto the Funding 
bili. The reasons for vetoing it were con- 
tained in the message. A per cent bond 
could not have been floated. A 4 per cent 
bond running until 1907 must sell at 119'y te 
be equivalent to a 3 per cent bend running 
for five years at par. The 4 per cents had 
never sold at such a premium. He declared 
that the Government w ould now be paying 5 

and 6 per cent, instead of 3, if the Demo- 
cratic Funding bill had pneped. Sherman 
averred that the National banks were 

NOT MONOPOLIES. 

They were the weakest factor in politics. 
Capital, proverbially timid, always ran from 
‘fights. The railroad power of tle country 
was greater than the money power. Mr. 
Sherman declared the National banking sys- 
tem to be the best ever invented. It had been 
adopted by Japan, the most civilized coun- 
try of the East, and European nations were 
studying it and praisiug it. Mr. Sherman 
explained the difference between the condi- 
tion of the country in 1870, when he advo- 
cated the compulsory section to the Fund- 
ing bill of that year, and at the present time. 
He warned Senators to look into the future, 
remember the financial experiences of the 
past, remove taxes gradually, and not be in 
too great haste to pay the debt. 

SENATOR DAWES’ PLEA FOR THE INDIANS. 

Senator Dawes made a few remarks on the 
Indian question today, called forth by the 
presentation of a petition from some of the 
Omaha Indians praying for an allotment of 
lands in severalty for their exclusive occu- 
pation. This, Mr. Dawes showed, was al- 
woe Sa provided for by the treaty of March, 
1865, and nothing had prevented that band of 
Indians, 1,100 or 1,200 in number, from every 
one of them now enjoying the exclusive pos- 
session and title to a farm, supporting them- 
selves and advancing in civilization 
and fitting themselves to become eiti- 
zens of the United States, but lack 
of disposition on the part of those who have 
administered the Indian affairs of this coun- 
try. So long as sucha spirit pervades and 
actuates those who administer Indian 
affairs,” said Mr. Dawes, 

“Ir IS QUITE USELESS FOR PHILANTHRO- 

PISTS ; 
or the outside public to try to press on the 
Indian race to a higher, and a better, and a 
self-supporting life.’ Mr. Dawes had the 
sections of the treaty read which sustained 
his assertions, and then said that he had 
troubled the Senate to call their at- 
tention to this ingtter because there seems 
to be an impression abroad that 
Congress is derelict in duty in not pgpviding 
for aMotinent to Indians of land in severalty 
for their exclusive occupation, and to be 
owned in fee, with such limitation of the 
right to alienate it as may be necessary for 
aterm of years. There is a bill under con- 
sideration providing for a general allotment 
among the Indians, but the Omahas need no 
new legislation to secure this, and to have 
their farms on which they can become re- 
spectable, self-supporting citizens of the 
United States.

He condemned tlie 
legislation which had given the National 
banks power to contract or expand the debt 
at will. He declared that the National 
banks have grown in wealth and power to 
such an extent that they do not intend to 
surrender their charters or their existence. 
The banks can only continue with the Na- 
tional debt, and the banks do not propose 
to have the public debt paid off, because 
it would wipe them out. He insisted that 
the issue between the aggregated capita! 
in the National banks on the one side and 
the people on theother is now presented, and 
he arrayed himself on the side of the people. 
Ile criticised Senator McPherson for his re- 
marks yesterday in support of the National 
banks, and said that this was not the Demo- 
eratic doctrine, and that the Democratic 
party does not sympathize with the National 
banks. Mr. Vest, in the course of his speech, 
referred to 
THE FINANCIAL LEGISLATION OF CONGRESS, 
particularly to the act remonetizing silver, 
and argued therefrom that, but for the inter- 
vention of the Democrats, the Republicans 
would have annihilated the greenback cur- 
rency in order to give a monopoly of the 
currency to the National banks. He sug- 
gested the propriety of the purchase by the 
Government of all the silver bullion it could 
get, and the issuing of Government notes or 
silver certificates based thereon, in. lieu of 
the National bank currency. He spoke of 
the plethora of money in the Treasury and 
our large surplus revenues yearly as show- 
ing there was no necessity for the pending 
bill at thisftime, and as a further illustra- 
tion of the correctness of his assumption 
that the great object was to perpetuate the 
debt and continue the banks indefinitly. He 
closed by readi extracts from the veto 
message of President Jackson in relation to 
the United States Bank, and upon resuming 
his seat Was warmly applauded by the meim- 
bers of the Democratic side. 
MR. SHERMAN, 

replying to Mr. Vest’s criticisms upon his ut- 
terances in the funding debate of 1870, said 
he was glad to see his friends on the other 
side following his precepts, although they 
might do better by following his lead when 
he acted more wisely than he did in the in- 
stance 1eferred to. He was then contending 
for a section applicable, not to a 3 per cent, 
but first to a5, then a 4‘4, and then a4 per 
cent bond, at a time when our bonds were 
below par. he present changed condition 
of the times was his justification of his pres- 
ent course. He would, however, reiterate 
what he said then—that the banks were the 
creatures of and subject to the will of Con- 
gress. The talk of the Senator from Mis- 
souri (Vest) about the vastness of the power 
of the banks and their throttling the Govern- 
ment reminded him of a pigmy throt- 
tling a giant. The cowardice of capital 
was proverbial, and the alarm of the banks 
was so great last year when the compulsory 
features of the Funding bill were passed that 
many of them began to draw in thelr circu- 
lation. The President vetoed the bill for the 
reasons given in his message. and not be- 
cause he was eoerced by the banks, for they 

NEVER O@ERCED ANYBODY. 
There was more cause for apprehension 
from railroad influences and from the power 
of demagogy than from the power of the 
banks. It was fortunate the bill of last year 
did fail, as the banks would not have taken 
then per cents. What was to be gained by 
reviving the contest of one year ago? The 
charges of the Senator (Vest) concerning the 
remonetization of silver were unsupported 
by facts, as that legislation was passed with- 
out reference to any political consideration. 
The trade dollar, which was provided for as 
a matter of convenience in the China 
trade, sgpplanted the old dollar, which had 
not been coined for many years. As to the 
charges of the Senator against the National 
banking system, it was sufficient to reply that 
the people were capable of appreciating the 
advantages to them of that system in c¢om- 
parison with that of former days. It gave 
them money of equal valne in all the States, 
in place of a depreciated currency with the 
innumerable counterfeits aud insuflicient 
security of the old system. It was nota 
moftiopoly, for banking was free. It was said 
the banks made profits; but so did everybody 
during the War. He was not wedded to the 
banking system, and had no personal interest 
in it, but believed it supplied the best form 
of banking ever devised by man, one now 
being copied by other nations. 

After further remarks by Messrs. McPher- 
son and Sherman, upon the accuracy of the 
statement of the latter that the 8 per 
cents proposed by the vetoed bill last year 
could not have been sold at par, Mr. Garland 
was awarded the floor. 

The debate was here suspended, 

SENATOR PLUMB 
will speak tomorrow on the Sherman Fund- 
ing bill if he can get the floor. He will op- 
pose the bill as useless, unnecessary legis- 
lation. He will take the position that the 
Windom plan is working to the entire satis- 
faction of everybody, and that the cost of 
issuing and sellmg the 3 per cent bonds 
would amgunt to more than the one-haif of 
per cent interest that would be saved.

THE INSURRECTION 
AGAINST THE MONARCHY OF THE SPEAKER.

Wasninoron, D. C.. Jan. 11.—It may not 
be possible to limit the one-man power of the 
Speaker of the Ilouse in this Congress, but 
Mr. Orth is doing a patriotic service in call- 
ing attention to this dangerous feature in 
legislation. The personal disappolntments 
of publie men are of very little publie con- 
gern. Mr. Orth’s efforts to restrict the 
power of the Speaker, whose influence under 
the present system is only second to that of 
the President himself, cannot fail to attract 
public attention, and to receive general ap- 
proval outside the little band of 
place-hunters and of men who 
fear the Speaker’s power. The fact 
that Mr. Keifer, in appointing his committees, 
followed the precedent and rewarded his 
friends has only been somewhat more con- 
spicuous in this than in former Congresses. 
It has been emphasized because some of 

THE DISAPPONTED MEN 
have chosen to make public their disap- 
pointment, and have not cared for the result, 
but the proceedings in the Ilouse today show 
that there is little possibility that there will 
be any change in the system in this Congress, 
and, unfortunately, the Constitution provides 
that each Congress shall be governed by 
rules of its own making. It may be that the 
evils of the existing system cannot be changed 
except by a constitutional amendment. The 
appointment of the committees is entirely 
discretionary with the majority, and only be- 
longs to the Speaker by usage. The original 
rule of April 17, 1789, directed that the Speak- 
er should appoint all the committees consist- 
ing of three or less members.. In cases ex- 
ceeding that number balloting was resorted to. 
THE PRESENT RULE — 
of Jan. 15, 1790, says: “ Allcommittees shall 
be appointed by the Speaker unless otherwise 
specially directed by the House, in which case 


they shall be appointed by ballot.” A simple 
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change in the rule directing all committees to 


de chosen by ballot would correct this evil, 
and would cripple the power of the Speaker 
tor mischief, which he now may use in shap- 
ing legislation, and which he regularly uses 
to strengthen his hand for reélection. It was 
known before Mr, Orth presented his resolu- 
tion today that there was a suflicient force in 
tne Ilouse by uniting the Democratic vote

The 
resolution, which was a direction to the Com- 
mittee on Civil-Service Reform to examine 
into the expediency of adopting some other 
method than the one in vogue at present of 
selecting the committees of the Llouse, was 
practically defeated by being referred to the 
Committee on Rules, but the vote upon the

fallen to pieces, The statement made by 
their originators and disseminators that they 
were backed by proofs in their possession 
have apparently been found to be baseless, 
and, while it may appear from the report of 
the committee that there have been irregu- 
larities in the expenditure of the fund in 
question, there will be no presentation of 
fraud. A member of the committee who 
went into the investigation in full expecta- 
tion of unearthing’ a series of frauds 
said tonight that nothing of the kind 
had been proven. There had, he said, 
been a great deal of lying by witnesses on 
and off the stand, and misrepresentations, 
some of them unintentional; but, after going 
over the ground thoroughly, the committee 
had found some irregularities and nothing 
more. In every instance where they had gone 
to the bottom in the investigation of specific 
charges, they had found these charges en- 
tirely baseless, or, at best, with 
LITTLE REASONABLE SUPPORT. 
The men, he said, who had been the loudest- 
mouthed in making cllarges, had been 
found, when placed on the stand, Jo be pos- 
sessed of absolutely nothing in the way 
ot proot of their charges, and Senator Sher- 
man was himself examined by the commit- 
tee yesterday and today. IIis evidence, 
summarized, was a general denial of al! of 
the charges made against him before the 
committee and in the public prints, as far as 
the committee took eognizance of them. 
The committee has not yet finished with his 
examination, but the result of their further 
inquiry will be the same as that already 
made, 
A DEMOCRATIC SENATOR 
who Is a member of the committee, said to- 
night: “‘Sherman’s defense Was not as 
forcible a presentation in his own behalf as 1 
would have expected him to make with the 
advantage he had.

of the fund. 
SHERMAN WAS IMPOSED UPON. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WaAsutInaron, D. C., Jan. 1L.—The Senate 
Committee investigating the contingent fund 
expeuditures of the several executive depart- 
ments examined Sendfor Sherman today 
with regard to the allewed frauds and irreg- 
ularities in the Treasury Department ex- 
penditures While he was Secretary. Ile dis- 
claimed any knowledge whatever of the 
irregularities and discrepancies that had been 
discovered, and said the Secretary of the 
Treasury has too many matters of weighty 
import to look after to watch all the minute 
details of the department; that he musttrust 
the details to subordinates, and cannot possi 
bly have an eye upon ail their acts and 
accounts. With reganl to the allegation 
that Treasury workinen had done work upon 
his house and been paid out of the contingent 
fund, he admitted that mechanics on the 
Treasury roll had been employed by him at 
different times, but said he had paid for all 
the work they did out of his own pocket. 

PITNEY 

was at one time acting a8 agent for Sherman, 
collected rents from the Secretary’s tenants, 
and attended to repairs upon his houses. The 
mechanics of the ‘Treasury were given odd 
0 


jobs of repairs as extra work, but their time 
was kept at the department, and they were 
paid each month for the work they had done. 
Anaceount of such extra work as was done 
upon Sherman’s property was rendered to 
him and he always paid ft, but that Pitney 
night have gotten the accounts mixed some- 
what, and this gave some color to the allega- 
tions that workmen were paid for services 
to Sherman out of the contingent fund. 
Upon one point Senator Sherman was very 
positive, and that was he was charged 
with and paid for all work mechanics did 
forhim.

THK ASSASSIN, 
GREAT INTEREST.

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—The interest 
in the Guiteau trial is inereasing as the trial 
isabouttoend. A tremendous crowd is ex- 
pected tomorrow whev the argument be- 
gins. Guiteau’s counsel still insist that the 
decision of the Judge yesterday upon the 
prayers for instructions is favorable to the 
theory of insanity. The Government coun- 
sel are no less certain that the instructions 
leave the defense without a hope. Both sides 
say, however, that much will yet depend 
upon the nature of Judge Cox’s charge 
to the jury, and that is awaited with no 
less interest than the concluding arguments. 
Scoville maintains that the question of rea- 
sonable doubt has been left by the instruc- 
tions to the jury. He was even so confident 
this morning as to express the opinion that 
the jury would acquit, but that must be mere 
lawyer’s talk, as the least that Mr. Reed ex- 
pects isa hung jury. For some unknown 
reason John Guiteau, the assasin’s brother, 
whofor a month has been of the opinion 
that Guiteau would be hanged, tonight ex- 
pressed the hope that he will be acquitted. 
Judge Cox remarked today that he thought 
that the prosecution had better reason to be 
aalen with his raling than the defense. 

REBD PULLING HARD FOR THE WRETCH. 

To the Weetern Assoctated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1L.—Reed, asso- 
ciate counsel for the defense, and Col. Bruce, 
of Chicago, accompanying him, were the 
persons admitted to Guiteau’s cell today. In 
speaking of his interview with the prisoner, 
Reed said: Jam astounded at his mental 
condition. I have never before, since the 
trial began, seen him alone, and I have never 
before felt such a ürm conviction the man is 
alunatic. Ile reeeived me, of course, as his 
friend, and in discussing his ease there was 
no occasion for dissimulation, yet I left him 
afier a three-hours’ interview thoroughly 
persuaded, despite the evidence of the learned 
experts, that the man’s reason is dethroned. 
1 pushed him with questions almost 
to the verge of cruelty. I tried to depict the 
enormity of his erime, and endeavor to reach 
his conscience, and discover if he were alive 
to any feelings of remorse—if he ever 
dreamed of the act or of its attendant conse- 
quences. Butl could not elicit a single ex- 
pression that 

EVEN THE MOST HARDENED ORIMINAL, 
if sane, might be expected to give utterance 
to. Ile said to me with the greatest earnest- 
ness: The Lord will put words into your 
mouth with which to convinee the jury, and 
I shall be acquitted. .1 have no money now, 
but I will earn $100,000 within a month after 
this trial is over, and | will then give you 
£70,000." The smile which accompanied this 
last remark was so tunatural that it chilled 
me. 

When Reed entered the cell, Guiteau was 
engaged in writing, and had before him an 
ominous pile of manuscript. 

“ Why, how long de you expect to Speak 
inquired Reed, 

* | can’ttell yet—a day or two, and perhaps 
more,” replied Guiteau. He finally agreed 
to conform to Reed’s ideas on the subject of 
his speech, but still insists that he shall make 
the closing address to the jury. ‘This matter 
will probably be referred to Judge Cox for 
settlement, if the counsel cannot effect an 
arrangement with the prisoner. 

(Counsel for the prosecution have intimated 
that they will not object to Guiteau’s speak- 
ing, but they will doubtless insist upon some 


limitation.

PRELINGHUYSEN. 
THE NATURE OF THE MAN. 

Special Ditpatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinatron, D. C., Jan. 11.—A friend of 
Secretary Frelinghuysen states that the Ser- 
retary of State has only fairly entered upon 
the duties of his department, and perhaps 
nothing is more clearly indicative of the nat- 
ure of the man who fills the office than that 
the recent exciting rumors of foreign compli- 
cations have ceased circulating, and that, in- 
stead of war as a possible contingency, we 
have stories of social reeeptions and descrip- 
tions of ladies’ dresses. In fact, the Depart- 
ment of State has settled down to routine. 
and if the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty letters had 
not been written by Secretary Blaine there 
might be almost an entire absence of more 
active business than the baffling of office- 
seekers. 

NOTHING CAN BE MORE MISTAKEN 
than to suppose that Secretary Frelinghuysen 
will so fail in his duties as to “ back down ” 
from any definit position in which Mr. 
Blaine may have placed the Government. 
The Secretary of State is, in fact, peculiarly 
sensitive to just foreign criticism of this 
country, and emphatically disinelined to 
afford any reasonable excuse forit. Nothing 
would give stronger reason for adverse com- 
ment than a change in National policy 
through a change in tae-personnel of the 
State Department, and especially when the 
polities of the Administration remain the 
same, at least to outsiders. But Mr. 
Frelinghuysen is capable of accomplishing 
an object by more methods than one, It fs, 
of course, understood in Stalwart circles 
that the present Administration is not in- 
clined to ask Great Britain to construe Mr. 
Blaine’s Claytun-Bulwer letter too literal 
and even this statement possibly overstat 
the attitude the Government desires to as- 
sume,

STAR ROUTES. 

THEY LIE THROUGH THE POLICE COURT. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 11.—In the trial 
today of the parties arrested Saturday last 
for giving “straw” bondsin the star-route 
cases, Mr. Bliss made a severe arraignment 
of the methods pursued by the defendants in 
transferring property from one party to an- 
other just before the award of contracts, so 
that one piece of land, worth a few thousand 
dollars, would represent bonds to the amount 
of nearly $3,000,000, and said that under the 
present law the Postmaster-General was 
absolutely powerless to prevent the perpetra- 
tion of such frauds, At the conclusion of 
Bliss’ address the first case was called+that 
against Cabell, Minnix, and Dickson. 

POST-OFFICE INSPECTOR TIDBALL 
was called for the prosecution, He identified 
a statement written by himself June 2 last, 
and signed by Dickson, in which Dickson, 
who is a relative by marriage of Cabell, 
charges Cabell and Minnip with conspiracy 
with himself to defraud the Government of 
legal security by presenting worthless bonds. 
Tidball was subjected toa searching cross- 


examination by counsel for the defense, | 
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tending generally to make him acknowledge 
that the Government had sustained no loss 
from these contracts. Hesaid he had been 
ordered by Postmaster-General James to 
make these investigations, and Was not as- 
sisted by Gibson and Woodward, although 
the examinations took place in the same 
room. P. II. Woodward, another Post-Oflice 
Inspector, was called to testify, and his ex- 
awination took the same gener al direction as 
that of Tidball. 

TIDBALL, 
in the course of his testimony, sald bad feel- 
ing arose between Cabell and Dickson be- 
cause the latter refused to continue as 
Cabell’s bondsman. He did not remember 
where route No. 90,910 was situated. Ile 
had obtained the information which formed 
the basis of his statement from the Govern- 
ment records. Han fw again confessed his 
inability to show how the Government lost 
by these contracts, he was interrupted by 
Col. Bliss, who, turning to the opposing 
counsel, said: “I am willmg to admit, just 
at this point, that the Government has lost 
no money by this contract, but—” . 
„ Here he. was interrupted by Judge Jere 
Wood, of defendant’s counsel, who ex- 
claimed, in an animated manner: 

„We want no concessions from the other 
side. A conspiracy has been charged against 
my clients. Perhaps we will be aule to 
prove the existence of a base conspiracy to 
injure them instead on the part of other per- 
sons.“ 

Court adjourned until tomorrow.

Under the head of canals 
the Governor says: “The competition of rail- 
ways, the enlargement of the Canadian canals, 
and the development of the Mississippi River 
route are importat considerations with refer- 
ence to the future capacity of the canals to 
earn the necessary revenue for their mainte- 
nance. If, added to these, there should be a 
smaller foreign demand for breadatuffs, or re- 
duced production in the Western States, it 
is plain to be seen that under the present 
constitution on canal expenditures, the useful- 
ness of canals may be seriously imperiled, if not 
cotirely suspended until relief can be secured 
through an amendment to the Constitution. In 
view of the time required for this process, your 
consideration of the pending proposition for a 
constituGupal amendment is respectfully sug- 
Kosted.“ 

_ Other points are touched upon in substance as 

follows: All sales of oleomargarine as butter 
should be prevented; there should be a fair and 
Just regulation of the freight traffic, and some 
measure devised which sbali afford needed re- 
lief to the patrons of railroads, and at the sume 
time not impose unreasonable burdens on tbe 
corporations. A careful amendment of the laws 
now in force concerning itprisonment for debt 
is suggested. Attention is called to the inade- 
quacy of the excise laws aud the necessity of ef- 
lective amendments thereto. 

The Governor bopes the considcration of the 
subject of un International Exposition will be 
renewed for a later date.

A Man. and Two of His 
Burned to Death.

Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. I1L—A Knife Falis 
special to the Pioneer Press says: Monday even- 
ing, between 8 and 9 o'clock, the watchman at 
Nelson's mill saw a bright light about one mile

How the fire originated is a mys- 
tery. Posey’s wife, son, and daughter had left 
bome about 6 o’clock to #0 On the reservation to 
sit up with a sick Indian. The old gentleman 
and two children—Lenora, aged 7, and Mary, 13 
years—remained at home. Nothing more is 
kuowu until the alarm of fire was given. When 
the son, Joseph H., and daughter, Susan, started 
for their home, Joseph, reaching it first, found 
the front door standing Open, but the fire rag- 
ing so furiously as to forbid entrance. Seizing 
au ax he broke open the shutter, and, peering 
into the seething, fiery mass could see the 
bones of his father, frem which al! the tlesh had 
been burned. The house was built of cedar logs 
and the roof wasof bark, and, being dry as tin- 
der, burned with wouderful rapidity. The 
Coroner at Northern Pacitic Junction being no- 
tified, snmmoned a jury and proceeded to the 
scene of. the horror, where they buried the re- 
mains, and commenced their’ investigation. 
From the position of the bones that were 
left it is thought that the 
had retired, The children must have 
perished in bed, but the old man had crawied a 
tew feet from his bed. He is supposed to have 
bad a considerabie amount of mouey on his per- 
son, but all that was found was a $10 gold piece 
and a few pennics.

OBITUARY. 


The Rev. John Cotton smith. 
New York Sun, Jan. ™. 

The Rev. Dr. John Cotton Smith, who for 
twenty-two years bad been rector of the Church 
of the Ascension, Fifth avenue and Tenth street, 
died of beart disease at about 1 o'clock yester- 
day morning. It was ascertained twenty years 
ago that Dr. Smith bad an organic affection of 
the heart, and it was supposed that his life would 
be comparatively short anc would terminate 
suddenly. The disease, however, gave him no 
serious trouble until about the close or his last 
vacation, which was spent at his summer home 
in Ipawich, Muss. He entered his pulpit only 
three times after returning to this city. 

John Cotton Smith was born on Aug. 4, 1826, at 
Andover, Mass. His father was Thomas Mather 
Smith, and at one time a professor in the theo- 
logical school at Gambier, O. His maternal 
grandfather was the Levy, Dr. Leonard Woods, 
of the Andover Theological Seminary. Dr. 
Leovard Woods, formeriy President of Bowdoin 
College., wus his uncle. He could also trace bis 
kinship to John Cotton, » the patriarch of New 
Evgiand,”’ and to Cotton Mather. 

He was graduated in Bowdoin College in 1547, 
and studied theology at the Onio Seminary. 
ilis first churge was St. John's parish, in Ban- 
gor, where he preached for two years. Theu 
ior cigbt yeurs be was assistant minister to 
Bishop Eastburn, of Trinity Chureh, Boston. 
From that church he was called to this city to 
sueceed the Kev. Dr. Bedell, new Bishop of 
Obio, as rector of the Church of the Ascension. 
Thirty-two years ago be married Miss Harriet 
Appleton, duughter of Gen. James 7 — of 
Portiand, Me., and sister of Mr. D. F. Appleton. 
She vore him two sons and four daugbters, all of 
whom are living. One of the daughters, Miss 
Nellie Smith, was lately married to Mr. Chalmers 
Wood. The cidest son, Rowland Cotton Smith, is 
in the scuior class at Ainherst College. 

Besides attending to the duties of bis large and 
rich parish, Dr. Smith was a prolific writer for the 
religious pericdicals. Some time ago he made a 
cohiection of his writings and published them 
in two volumes, et * Miscelianies, Old and 
New,” and Briar Mill Lectures on the Present 
Aspects of the Church.“ He was Chairman of 
the Committee on Versions of the American 
Libie Suciety, a member of the American Tract 
Society, and of the Board of Managers of the 
Iiome and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, a delegate to the 
General Convention, a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Evangelical Knowledge So- 
ciety, a member of the Soctety for the Propaga- 
tion o the Gospel Among the Jews, and a mem- 
ber of the Church Congress. He was particular- 
ly interested in mission work, in the study of 
pauvperism, and in projects of tenement-bovse 
reform. It was in greut measure through bis 
efferts that the first successful attempt was 
made to build new model tenement-houses in 
this city, and a block of such houses is nos con- 
trolled by an association connected with his 
parisb. It was under bis leadership also that 
the mission chapels in Jane street and 
West Forty-third street were established. The 
echools connected with these missions now num- 
ber nearly 3,000 pupils. During his rectorsbip 
the Church of the Ascensiou bas given more 
than a million dollars to charitable purposes, 
besides undertaking and Compneting several 
enterprises of its own. Aspinwall Hell at the 
Alexandria Theological Seminary was built and 
endowed vy the Aspinwall family., members of 
Dr. Smith’s congregation, and Ascension Hall 
and the Church of the Holy Spirit at Gambier, 
O., and the Church of the Ascension at Lpswica, 
were gifts from members of his church. 

Delano A. Goddard, Editor of the es- 
ton “ Advertiser.”

Boston, Jan. II.— Tho death of Mr. Delano A. 
Goddard, editor of the Boston Advertiser, robs 
New England of its leading journalist. He died 
this moroing after an illness of six days. All 
the papers of this city eulogize his life and 
services and usefulness. While be did not seek 
to magnify bis individuality, and never courted 
public recognition for himself, be labored with 
great zeal to clevate the tone of journalism by 
the honest expression of bis sentiments. He 
wus incapable of an unworthy motive. and few 
men bave ever wielded the peu with more hon- 
orabie intention of bemg faithful and just to 
the constituency which they served. Mr. God- 
dards modest and picasant home bas alwavs 
been the scene of typical New England hospital- 
ity, Unassuln ing, cordial, and genuine. To the 
element of Boston society which gives Boston 
its distinctive cbaracicr among American cities 
his tireside has been a chief rallying point, and 
the ties of friendship formed there extend far 
eeross the continent and beyond the Atlantic. 
The death of few men who have shrunk so sen- 
sitively from publicity could have caused such 
a widespread feeling of keen personal loss. Mr. 
Goddard was 5 yeurs old, an embraced jour- 
nallsm as a profession upon hi? graduation from 
Vale College.

OSCAR WILDE’S LECTURE, 


Talking in a Sepuichral Voice to Won- 
dering Men and Women—An Oppor- 
tumity to Laugh That Was Beadily 
Seized—Mr. Wilde’s Views on Poetry 
and Criticism.

Then there 
was a tittering that created a blush upon the 
large face of the lecturer who wasto make his 
début before the public. It was, in fact, dis first 
appearance upon avy stage, but his apparent 
discomfiture was womentary.. Two chairs had 
been placed a few feet from the lecturer's stand. 
Mr. Wilde and Col. Morse at once vecupied them, 
and begun to survey the audience. The batteries 
of opera-glusses were turned upon them. Some 
one chuckied. This was followed by quiet laugh- 
ter from the rear of the hall. Then the tittering 
and chuckling increased, and must soon have 
grown to the full strength of a general jaugh 
had not Col. Morse urisen from bis seat and 
stepped to the edge of the piatform. There was 
un instant hush, and the dropping of a pin might 
have been heard. ! have the honor,” said the 
Colonel in a clear voice that was beard all over 
the bali, to introduce to you Oscar Wilde, the 
Euglisu poet, who will deliver his lecture upon 
the * English Kenalssauce. The Colone/ then 
bowed himself through the side door, leaving 
Mr. Wilde still calmly seated in his chair and 
gazing at the audience. The poet recognized a 
lady in the parquet, and nodded. Then he arose, 
and advanced to the small stand. His long and 
bushy hair crowded in front of bis ears and 
nearly to bis cg es, but it was brushed weil off 
his forehead. He wore a low-necked shirt with 
u turved-down collar and large white necktie, a 
black claw-bammer coat and white vest, knee- 
breeches, long black stockings, and low shoes 
with bows. A beavy gold seal hung to a waich- 
sruard from a fob-pocket. The poet bad no flow- 
er in the lapel of bis coat. lu bis picturesque 
attire be was a study that seemed greatly to in- 
terest the audience. He wore white kid gloves, 
and when he placed bis hands upon the stand in 
front of him, rested one of his feet on the base 
of the stand, and ruised bis eyes as. though 
bound to get a guod view of the lofty ceiling of 
the hall. the audience looked in wonder upon 
him. He begun to speuk in a voice that might 
have come from the tomb. It grew mouoto- 
nous, and was fast becuming painful, when, to 
the evident surprise of everybody, be smiled as 
he uttered something in reference to the various 
detinitions of estheticism. ‘The audience was at 
once relieved from the sepulcbral atmosphere, 
and broke into a hearty laugh which did every- 
body good. The lecturer was undoubtedly bighly 
gratitied, and for fully a moment displayed his 
white teeth as be guod-naturedly smiled. After 
this be found good sailing, and many things he 
said were applauded. Kefefences to his “ old 
friend, Arthur Sullivan,“ to Patience, and to 
suutiowers and lilles were heartily enjoyed, and 
the lecturer laughed with bis audience. 

The poet, in the course of his lecture, said:

Tur proceedings of Mr. Robert Law against 
the Hankins brothers, professional gamblers, 
cametoan abrupt termination yesterday in 
the Justice Court. The defendants demanded 
a jury trial, and, their right to it being con- 
ceded, collected the required number of 
“lawful and true men” with suspicious 

ickness. The jury listened with more or 
Iss impatience to the testimony, and prompt- 
ly acquitted the defendants. Now, the fact 
that the Hankins brothers keep a public gam- 
ing-house in this city is notorious, and the 
testimony to prove itis as plenty as the sand 
on the seashore. The failure to convict them 
in the Justice Courtis not proof that they 
are innocent, but is prima-facte evidence 
that the prosecution was badly managed 
or that the Constable who summoned the 
jury was iu collusion with the defendants, 
or that the jury was “fixed.” There is no 
appeal in this case; but the remedies against 
the Hankinses have not beer exhausted. In- 
formations are easily lodged against them, 
and indictments may be found unless the 
Board of County Commissioners and the 
grand jury are also singularly indifferent to 
the evils of public gaming. Meanwhile, the 
proceedings in the auxiliary police court 
yesterday sdem to furnish a conclusive argu- 
ment in favor of the feform of that depart- 
ment of our judiciary root and branch. 

ARTHUR’S PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDACY. 

An occasional Washington correspondent 
of Tar Tripune has made a study of Presi- 
dent Arthur’s character as developed by the 
opening months of his Administration. The 
analysis is minute and critical, but necessari- 
ly affords little basis for anything except 
gauzy speculation. “His sudden elevation 
did not turn his head,“ says this correspond- 
ent: “it fired his ambition.” “He studied 
the whole thing through.” Ile is now, has 
from the first moment been, simply unfold- 
ing his plan.” Scarcely one of the great 
Stalwart leaders—Grant, Conkling, Logan, 
and so on—is entirely satisfied with Arthur’s 
course.” “Arthur is to be the leader, not 
the led, of the so-called Stalwarts.”? The cor- 
respondent admits, however, that the Cabi- 
net has been made to suit the different Stal- 
wart” leaders. But this is explained on the 
ground that Arthur desired to “set up for 
himself” and not break with Conkling, 
Cameron, Grant, and the rest. Hence after 
Arthur had bowed Blaine out of the State 
Department, Windom out of the Treasury, 
Mac Veagh out of the Justice, and James out of 
the Post-Office, in filling, or rather oceupying, 
their places, he gave Frelinghuysen to Boss 
Conklus; Howe (who thought Garfield’s 
nomination a crime) he bestowed on Grant; 
Lincoln he gave to Logan (Garfield we 
thought appointed him); Brewster to Don 
Cameron or tne “force of circumstances ”’; 
and took Foiger for his own share. The 
correspondent thinks Arthur will not ac- 
commodate Grant with another Cabinet ap- 
pointment. He thinks he will break his 
promise to Folger, if he made such a prom- 
ise, to transfer him to the Supreme bench, 
provided Conkling reaches the conclusion 
that there is nothing left for him except 
that place, because Conkling has a follow- 
ing and Folger has not. 

The main proposition of the correspond- 
ent is, that Arthur’s ambition is fired. Ile 
does not say so, but of course he means 
that Arthur is already a candidate for the 
Republican Presidential nomination of 1884; 
and that every step he has taken has been 
taken with that end in view, and that every 
step he shall take in the future will be taken 
with that end in view. To predict that 
Afthur will be a candidate for the Republican 
Presidential nomination in i884 does not re- 
quire the possession of the prophetic vision 
to any great extent. Judging by the past, 
his candidacy may be assumed as a matter of 
course. His predecessors who were precipi- 
tated into the Presidential office by the acci- 
dent of death sought nominations. But 
not one of them came within hailing distance 
of the goal of his great ambition. 

If Arthur has been taking steps to secure 
a nomination to the Presidency in 1884 they 
have been taken in a queer direction, because 
every one of them has been takenin the di- 
rection of a faction of the party, and a minor- 
ity faction at that. About the first act of 
President Arthur was the nomination to the 
Senate of those persons whom it was known 
Garfield intended to appoint to office. But 
that courtesy having been discharged he 
ceased even to consider the names of Garfield 
Republicans for the places within his gift. 
He filled them all with Grant and Conkling 
partisans. Up te this point there is no evi- 
dence that Arthur has disregarded the wishes 
of Grant and Conkling in any particular ex- 
cept, perhaps, that of the courtesy to Gar- 
Held's memory already referred to. Grant 
certainly, and Conkling probably, wanted 
Arthur to become an instrument of their in- 
stant revenge by kicking the men Garfield 
had indicated his purposeto honor. This he 
declined to do. That is all there is of Ar- 
thur’s “independence” of the Stalwart lead- 
ers. 

But the correspondent calls attention to 
the fact that he halts in the matter of the un- 
disturbed portion of his Cabinet—Kirkwood 
and Hunt. ‘The Interior Department is im- 
portant; that of the Navy is unimportant. 
Still, if Arthur.desires to show his independ- 
ence of Grant and Conkling he may leave 
these departments as they are or fill them 
with anti-Stalwarts. Either of these courses 
would indicate that he proposes to be the 
head, not the tail, of his own Administration. 

In making predictions with regard to 
Arthur’s course, however, it should be borne 
in mind that his entire political experience 
is comprised in the leadership of a faction, 
Ile is a disciple 6f Conkling, and Conkling 
never deigned to conciliate an opponent. In 
New York the Kepublican party has always 
been divided into two factions, and the rule 
governing contests between them has been 
war to the knife and the knife to the hilt.” 
The course adopted to secure a nomination 
at the hands of the party in New York 
was to adhere to a faction and make 
that faction the majority. The methods 
adopted to make the faction the ma- 
jority faction are equally notorious— 
namely: the control of the country by the 
city delegations, the control of the city dele- 
gations by club-packed primaries, and the 
control of the clubs by means of patronage. 
The New York system, then, rests on patron- 
age, and itis under that system that Arthur 
received his political education. The con- 
ciliation of the opposing faction was never so 
much as thought of. Not a erumb of patron- 
age did the majority faction dispense to the 
minority faction. 
~ Garfield had no sympathy with this harsh, 
cruel system; he abhorred it. In the course 
of one of his patriotic orations he said:

- This is the spirit that always actuated Gar- 


| field, and upon his assumption of the duties 


of the Presidency he iliustrated it by calling 
to his counsel representatives of the differ- 
ent pronounced shades of party opinion. 
He could divine no more reason for the per- 
petuation of a factional quarrel in the Re- 
publican party than there was for a quarrel 
between the descendants of the warring 
grandsires of the Revolution in the household 
of the erossed swords.“ But where patron- 
age is regarded as an end the quarrel must 
continue as long as there is patronage to dis- 
pense. The country wants to know, you 
know, whether Mr. Arthur intends to seek a 
nomination to the Presidency in 1884 from 
the Republican party or from a faction of it 
—the Staiwarts. It will require a good deal 
of patronage to convert that minority faction 
into the majority.

AMERICAN SHIPPING INTERESTS. 

Several months ago the New York Chamber 
of Commerce appointed a special committee 
to consider the low condition of the Ameri- 
can shipping interest, point out defects ia 
the laws, and suggest remedies therefor. 
This committee has recently made its report, 
which, though it falls totouch upon the vital 
weakness of the American maritime system, 
still suggests changes in the law which may 
be of considerable service in promoting the 
welfare of the shipping interests. | 

To those who have given the matter but 
little thought the serious and far-reaching 
consequences of a deeijne in the merchant 
marine can searcely fall to be a surprise. 
Among the losses incident thereto the fol- 
lowing are enumerated: The loss of freights, 
estimated at not less than $100,000,000 a year; 
the loss of employment gnd profit in ship- 
building and repairing; Me loss of commis- 
sions on exchanges, and of profits in the 
various pursuits which furnish ship-sup- 
plies: the loss of educated seamen and ex- 
pert navigators, which also involves a loss 
of proper preparation for naval warfare ; the 
loss of a large amount of insurance on ves- 
sels and freighis. The aggregate of these 
and other gleficieneles cannot be figured up, 
but it is large enough to impair enormously 
the wealth, earnings, and prosperity of the 
country. 

Most of the legislative remedies suggested 
by the New York committee seem to be 
trifling and inconsequential, though they 
may together furnish appreciable relief. 
Other recommendations are open to such 
serious objections that their adoption would 
impose new burdens without securing a com- 
pensating share of the carrying trade. 

Among the minor recommendations for 
legislation, it is proposed that the law requir- 
ing.the payment of three months’ wages to 
seamen and Ameriean vessels who are dis- 
charged in foreign ports be repealed. This 
requirement is said to be a heavy charge, and, 
as the employment of foreign seamen on 
American ships is no longer prohibited, the 
regulation is not entirely in the interests of 
American seamen, as it was intended to be. 
It is proposed that ships be allowed 50 cents 
a day for bringing wrecked seamen to their 
homes, instead of the, uniform price of $10 
without regard to distance. An amendment 
of the law regulating the admeasurement 
of vessels is desired, in order that more 
liberal allowance may be made for the 
space occupied by cabins, machinery, ete., 
not available for freight. The various State 
and Municipal Governments are implored to 
exempt from all taxation vessels engaged in 
foreign trade or sailing betwéen the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts; New York has already 
done this. It is also proposed that individual 
liability of shipowners be confined to their 
proportionate share of ownership. ‘These 
favors may with propriety, and possibly great 
advantage, be extended to the shipping in- 
terests, but, all put together, they are not 
likely to accomplish so much as two other 
recommendations—viz.: (1) the privilege of 
withdrawing free of duty from bonded ware- 
houses all foreign products and supplies for 
shipping in vessels engaged in foreign trade 
or to and from the Pacific ports, and (2) the 
admission free of duty of all foreign mate- 
rials of every kind and character entering 
into the construction and repair of vessels. 
These two suggestions are clearly in the right 
direction, and their adoption might lead to 
othe: advances toward the freedom of the 
carrying trae. 

The suggestion of bounties, whether based 
on the flimsy pretense of carrying the mails 
or excused by the proposed right of Govern- 
ment to convert the subsidized ships into 
war cruisers, is false in principle, and would 
fail to produce the desired result. It is not 
necessary to discuss this proposition at any 
length at this time, but sufficient to remind 
the reader that the success of the carrying 
trade depends mainly upon what there is to 
carry, and the dimensions of a foreign trade 
upon what there is to sell. While the Amer- 
ican manufaeturers shall be shut out from 
competing with the manufacturers of other 
countries in the open markets of the world 
by means of an excessive tariff, which places 
the range of prices from B to 40 per cent 
above the competing range of prices, it will 
be impossible to build up a foreign trade by 
any scheme of subsidy or bounty. So long 
as this condition of things shall prevail the 
most that can be done to advance the ship 
ping interests is to render the burdens as 
light as possible, and probably the New York 
committee has suggested all the relief which 
is practicable. 


MAJ. ConNNOLLY, of Springfield, United 
States District-Attorney for the Southern 
District of Illinois, enjoys the singular pre- 
eminence of being almost the only lawyer of 
any note in this State who is opposed to re- 
form in our methods of criminal procedure, 
The fact is the more remarkable from the 
circumstance that Maj. Connolly practices 
in the United States courts, where the pro- 
cedure isin many important respects different 
from that of the State courts. He is willing 
to go on the record, therefore, as condemn- 
ing United States procedure, which the bar 
throughout the country approves with almost 
ene voice, and approving the State pro- 
cedure, which has been pronounced clumsy, 
inefticient, and obsolete by the best lawyers 
in the State. We have no hesitation in say- 
ing that Maj, Connolly has given the subject 
very little attention, or has failed of compre- 
hending it fully. He says, for example, with 
reference to the question whether the juries 
should pass on the facts only: 

By no means. It cost one of the severest strug- 
les recorded iv history for English lawyers to 
overtbrow the absolute autbority of Judges, aud 
one of the most brilliant chapters of English 
legal history tells of that struggle. In the oid 
days courts were known to punish with fines and 
imprisonment jurors who dared to disagree with 
the views of the Court. Let iu this proposed 
change, and Judges would supersede juries alto- 
gether. 

This argument has no pertinence to the 
discussion. The State Judges in Llinoig are 
not appointed by “the Crown,” as Mr. Con- 
nolly seems to imagine. They are elected 
for short terms by the people. They can 
never restrict the liberties or usurp the 
rights of the people without exposing them- 
selves to speedy and severe punishment. 
There need never be any fear that an elect- 
ive judiciary will be too harsh in the admin- 
istration of criminal justice. The danger is 
all on the other side. Again, Maj. Connoily 
is reported as having said: 


1 think that C t Court Judges havo the 
power to suspend sentenves. They have all 
common-law powers except those which have. 
been positively abridged by statute. I can see 
no reason why the courts should not retain this 
power. It may huppen that a defendant is tech-

When or where did Maj. Connolly ascer- 


tain that the power of suspending sentence 
was “a common-law power”? It is not a 
common-law power. It is not any kind of a 
power. It is a Cook County abuse. The 
Attorney-General of the State and mawy--we 
believe two-thirds—of the Judges in this 
county admit that there is no lawful author- 
ity for the suspension of sentence. The 
practice is not followed outside of this coun- 
ty, and it rests on no respectable precedent 
anywhere. 4 
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FITZ JOHN ‘PORTER’S CASE. 

Those persons who may not yet be con- 
vinced that Fitz John Porter has become 
suddenly ajsaint will find a brief examina- 
tion of the facts in his case profitable and en- 
tertaining. If Gen. Grant in the leisure 
hours of three days could discover in the 
voluminous records suflicleat new evidence 
to change the opinions which he had held 
obstinately for seventeen years, other earnest 
seekers after truth may confidently go to the 
same sources of information and contirm or 
correct their previous impressions. 

It will be found on examination that there 
has been no newly-discovered evidence as to 
the disposition of the Confederate forces 
which could possibly have been known to 
Porter at the time he disobeyed orders. 

The defense of Porter before the Commis- 
sion of Review was based on entirely differ- 
ent grounds from his defense before the 
court-martial. 
take advantage of his own ignorance, 

All the reports of Confederates upon whieh 
Gen. Grant and a few others have changed 
their opinions were in the War Department 
for ten years or more, 

‘The case was before Grant for eight years 
while he was President, during six of which 
this new evidence was completely subject to 
his orders, 

Gen. Grant says he gave three days to the 
examination of the case. He could not make 
a full examination of the evidence before the 
court-martial and commission in a month; 
nor could any man. 

It will be found that Porter disobeyed 
every order given him by not moving in 
time. 

That he made no preparation to go into 
battle during the first day’s engagement; 
though from his right it was not more than 
two miles to the scene of the severest action. 

IIis letters on that day and the day before 
show, Without any further evidence, that he 
did not wish Pope to succeed. 

Even the Board of Review which recom- 
mended his pardon in 1878 used this language 
concerving him: 

It is our duty to say that the indisereet and 
unkind terms in which Gea. Porter expressed his 


distrust of the capacity of his superior com- 
mander cannot be defended. 

The Comte de Paris, in his scientific mili- 
tary history of the Civil War, offers a partial 
defense of Fitz John Porter’s failure to obey 
orders, butalso feels compelled to say: 

His attack could not have produced the re- 
sults upon which the Generul-in-Uhief had 
counted, But neither the impossibility of ex- 
ecuting to the letter the order of the latter, nor 
even the instructions which McDowell may have 
given bim during the day, afford ang creuse for 
his having remained so long tractive in the 
presence of the enemy with two tne divisions, while 
a great battle was being fought in hia 
vicinity. In short, if the road he bad to follow 
was burred against im-, therefore, ae could 
not cut the chemy sSarmy intwo and secure its 
defeat—it is equally certain that a vigoruygat- 
tack made by him upou Longstreet’s rigat . 
bave drawn out all the forces of 
and, by treeing the rest of the Union line, would 
probably have prevented the reverse which the latter 
sustained at the close the day. We cannot. 
theretore, avoid blammg bis inaction at Buch a 
time and under such circumstances,

LOCAL GOVERNMENT IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

One of the engrossing questions to which 
the Britisn House of Commons must give 
immediate and active attention at its meeting 


in February will be that of adopting such | 


rules as will permit the louse to expedite its 
business, when expedition is desirable, and 
to enable the House to relieve itself of delays 


‘he House of Commons is composed of 650 
members, making an assembly that seems to 


be both ponderous and not calculated to be | 


deliberative. This Ilouse is charged by law 
with all the national legislation, of whatever 
kind, as well as the local and municipal leg- 


tent of all the colonies, not to mention that 
for the Church. An American can under- 
stand this better by supposing our Senate and 
House of Representatives was consolidated in 


one body, and that to this one legislative body 


were committed the entire legisiation of Con- 
gress, and in addition that of the Legislatures 
of the thirty-eight States, and of eight Ter- 
ritories, and of the local governments of 
many of the cities. It is only by supposing a 
state of affairs of this kind that we can have 
an idea of how serious are the effects of an 
‘‘obstruction ” to legislation, whether by the 
factious action of a portion of the members 
or by the multitude of subjects calling for 
legislation in.a body where there is no means 
to arrest debate. It is true the disposition to 
orate is not so general in the llouse of Com- 
mons as it is in our Congress, but, neverthe- 
less, even there, as the London Times puts 
it, “the change of temper in the Ilouse, the 
decline of courtesy and consideration, the 
growth of obtrusive vanity and pretentious 
loquacity, have been the subject of public 
censure and lamentation.” 

The“ previous question” is unknown to 
the House of Commons, as it is to the Ameri- 
can Senate; but the latter body numbers 
only about one-ninth as many members; 


while in the American House of Representa- | 
tives the previous question and the limitation 


of speeches to one hour each are indispensa- 
ble to the transaction of any business. 

It is conceded that the Ministry at the com- 
ing session will propose such changes in the 
rules as will enable the House to promptly 
overcome everything in the way of deliberate 
obstruction to the proceedings; how far it 
will undertake to limit debate by confining 
speeches within a limited time, or by com- 
pelling a vote by an arbitrary termination of 
all debate, after the manner of our“ previ- 
ous question,” or of the French “clo- 
ture, is a matter for careful. con- 
sideration. These are untried experiments 
in British legislation, The old demand for 
free speech, to the extent of unrestrained 
debate, is a habitual “right” among En- 
glishmen, even if it has often been more a 
theoretical sentiment than an acknowledged 
liberty. Nevertheless, that Parliament must 
adopt something of the kind is certain: a 
mild form of the previous question may upon 
trial commend itself to the public sentiment, 
and lead up toa more stringent proceeding 
by which the majority can enforee its au- 
thority and give expression to the national 
will. It is possible, too, that in due time, 
when the members of the House more di- 
rectly represent the people than they do now, 
and the humber of debates shall increase, 
the American rule of one-hour speeches will 
also find favor, and eventually adoption. 

The House of Commons, however, will 
have to find relief in other matters, and one 
of these is in getting rid of local legislation. 
‘The rule is now for the House to meet and 
for certain portions of each day sit in Com-

Ilow to remedy 
this is a serious problem, and various plaus 
have been suggested. 

‘The London Times mentions a plan under 
which, instead of debating all this legisla- 
tion in Committee of the Whole, the House 
would be divided into eight or a dozen 
committees, each sitting as a section of 
the House, these to consider and ma- 
ture all these measures, reporting their 
action for approval to the whole House, 
This is, of course, open to the objection that 
every one of these meesures may be consid- 
ered de novo in the House, and therefore no 
time will be saved. The fact is, that there is 
a political objection to the only really efficient 
remedy, and that is to remand all this legisia- 
tion to local governments. County and city 
business should be given over to local gov- 
ernments; the purely English, Seoteh, and 
Irish business should be committed to legis- 
lative bodies in those countries, and the Par- 
liament should devote its attention and time 
exclusively to national and imperial matters. 
This American system has been adovted in 
Canada, where there is a local Government 
and Legislature in each Province, while 
there is a national Parliament and Govern- 
ment for the Dominion. 

‘lo this the British Government must come 
at last. Home government, and local gov- 
ernment, under such restrictions as may be 
deemed wise and necessary, are in accord- 
ance with the spiritof the age. It prevails 
even in Germaay and in Austria. 

The objection in England to this change is 
yery much of the same character as the ob- 
jection to civil-service reform in this coun- 
try. Our members of Congress object to be- 
ing divested of the power of making appoint- 
ments to office, because that would take 
from most ot them their entire capital and 
stock in trade. So to divest the members of 
the Parliament of jurisdiction of the local 
business of their towns and Counties, and con- 
fine their services to national affairs, would 
destroy whatever link there is between them 
and their constituents, and leave thein with 
little or nothing to do. It would possibly 
also elevate the standard of ability meriting 
an election. Nevertheless, to this recognition 
of localor home government, the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain and Lreland must come 
eventually,

The County Commissioners cannot evade 
responsibility for the selections made by 
hem of grand juries. It is as criminal for the 
County Commissioners to pack a grand jury 
with friends and dependents of doggeries 
and gamblers as it is to pack it with burglars 
and thieves or their friends, Every County 
Commissioner is personally responsible to 
the public tor the disgraceful character of 
the grand juries appointed in this county, 
and he should have his share of the disgrace 
attaching to such a proceeding. In the 
efforts making, or supposed to be making, to 
weed out dishonesty and corruption in and 
by authority of that board, no work can be 
done more beneficial to public morality than 
a reform of the grand juries. Of what avail 
is it to have courts and laws for the trial and 
punishment of criminals, when the grand 
jury is packed by the County Government to 
protect criminals and defeat justice ?

Is about right for a beer and wine license,

' which authorizes the sale of spirituous as 


well as malt liquors. Whisky contains 30 to 
40 per cent of alcohol, while lager beer only 
contains four per cent, the wines usually 
sold in saloons 5 to 6 per cent. There is 
no sense in charging as much license for 
selling a beverage containing 4 per cent of 
alcohol as one containing ten times as much. 
One glass of whisky contains more intoxica- 
tion than half a dozen glasses of beer, and 
that is the reason so many Irish and Amer- 
icans get drunk on whisky, and so few Ger- 
mans on beer. A single license for beer 
should cost $100, but a double license itor 
whisky as well as beer should be charged 
not less than $200. Indeed a license to sell 
spirits should not be less than $200, and if 
beer and wine be added something addition- 
al. Let Ald: Riordan think it over and he 
will see the injustice of charging $100 for 
beer and throwing in whisky for nothing. 


Tun New York Post gives the points of a 
recent remarkabie decision in a suit for libel in 
Culiforuia, as follows; 

A case of much interest to Journalists and pro- 
prietors of uewspapers was decided last month 
in San Francisco. It was a libel suit brought by 
the proprietor of the Evening Bulletin ana Morn- 
ing Call, “both dailies.“ against Michael de 
Young, proprictor of the Chrunicle. Ine piaint- 
iff ullewed that the Chronicle charged him with 
selling the influence of the Busletin and Call to 
the Central Pacific Railroad; that for the sum 
of about $30,000 the attitude of these papers 
changed from severe censure of the company to 
praise and support of it. Most journalists iu 
this part of the country would regard this asa 
pretty serious charge. The defendant's counsel 
took a different view of it, and demurred to the 
complaint on the grouod that the statement was 
not libeious. The Judge, iu rendering nis de- 
cision, stated the question presented to the 
court to be: “Is it murally or legally wrong fur 
a person to advocate a project, matter, or claim 
for pecuniary or valuable consideration? If it 
is, then the action is libelous; otherwise it is 
not.” He disposed of it as follows: Talent is 
as much the capital of the advocate, the 
lawyer, and the editor as nierchandise is 
of the mercbant; he bas us much right to sell his 
tatents as the merchant his merchandise. The 
lawyer, the minister, the parliamentary advo- 
cate, the lecturer, the author, sells his talent, 
and be is not the less respected for so dog. 
The greater bis learning, industry, eloquence, 
and the esteem in which he is heid, the greater 
his pecuniary compensation. It seems to me 
that it is no more libclous to accuse one of sell- 
ing for gain the support and advocacy of his 
newspaper than it would be to accuse the mer- 
chant of selling for gain his merenandise, The 
demurrer is sustained.“ 

In accordance with the principles of this de- 
cision it would be perfectly proper for the Chi- 
cago lnter-Ocean, for example, to suppress for a 
cash consideration the allegations in a divorce 
suit, which, without paymeat, it would have 
published,

Tus Sultan of Turkey has been gomeg 
through the forms of readjustmg his debts with 
his creditors, which amount to more than $1,300,- 
66.000, including what is due Kusgia. The bulk 
ot the bonds were sold at 47 to 58 per cent to 
draw per cent. One lot was sold at 9 to draw 
% percent. The London Spectator thus refers to 
the operation of scaling down the principal and 
interest of the debt of tae hopeless bankrupt: 

The Sultan bas signed a decree settling the 
repudiated Turkish debt. The principle of the 
setticment is that the nominai debt sbali be re- 
duced to the amount actually received—that is, 
in the case of the general debt, spall be halved, 
and that interest of one per cent, increasing to 4 
per cent, if the revenue flourishes, stall be paid 

upon the reduced capitai. This interest is guar- 
anteed by an assigument to the Commissioners 
of part of the revenues arising from the nionop- 
Olies of tobacco and salt in certain provinces from 
the surplus customs duties to be produced by a 
higher tariff, from the tribute to be received 
from Buigaria, Eastern Roumelia, and Cyprus, 
abd from some small taxes. This arrangement 
haives the debt, sweeps away the special guar- 
antees of many bondholders, yields only a bat 
per cent ou existing bonds, and may be repudi- 
ated tomorrow, when it has served its object, 
which is to pay off the Galata bankers, who will 
then begin lending money to the palace again. 
It is believed that it will be strenuvuusly resisied 
by the bondholders, whose assent, however, is 
of no importance. If they do not take what the 
Sultan oifers, they will get nothing. which is the 
exact amount they deserve for lending at 10 per 
cent to such a Power for such objects and on 
such security. The scheme shows ot itself the 
precise value of special securities pledged by an 
independent State.

In the death of Delano A. Goddard, editor 
of the Boston Daily Advertiser, the press of New 
Englaud and of the whole country suffers a 
grievous loss. Mr. Goddard bad been connected 
with the Advertiser since 1809, and for most of 
that period bad been its editor-in-chief. Before 
joining the staff of the Advertiser he bad been 
on the Worcester Spy. Mr. Goddard was a 
native of Worcester, Muss., and graduated at 
Lale College in 18. Under bis administration 
the Advertiser has held and bettered its position 
as the most intluential of thedaily journals pub- 
lished in Boston. As a newspaper man Mr. 
Goddard was eminent for the cooluess and jus- 
tice of his judgments, the tolerance of his opin- 
ions of those opposed to him, for the unvarying 
moral integrity which no consideration of person 
or party could swerve, a broad culture, and a 
literary styte of neat simplicity and compactness. 
His personal qualities were of the most endear- 
ing character. The feeling of those associated 
with bim is sufficiently shown by the statement 
inthe dispatch which brings the news of his 
death that in the Advertiser office “be was 
loved.”” He was ot a generous and sweet dis- 
position. Outside of his newspaper work Mr. 
Goddard will be remembered for bis active part 
in many literary and philanthropic Movements 
in Boston. The “Memorial History of Boston” 
contains able articles from his pen on “ News- 
papers and Newspaper Writers of England“ 
and The Pulpit, Press, and Literature of the 
Revolution.” Mr. Goddard's death occurs in bis 
Ilst year.

QUEEN VICTORIA’S HUSBAND—AN OLD p- 
VATE LETTER OF THE PRINCE CONSORT 
OOMES TO LIGHT—-VERY INTERESTING 
READING FOR THOSK POSTED ON THE 
TOPICS IT DISCUSSES,

BERLIN, Dec. 27.—An evening paper re- 
produces by telegram from tue Neueste 
Nachrichten of Munich what professes to 
be a hitherto unpublished letter of the late 
Prince Consort to Baron Stockmar, which, 
if genuine, must be valuable, among other 
things, to the historian of the international 
negotiations preceding the Crimean War, 
throwing much light, as it does, on Prussia’s 
attitude to the Eastern Question of that day, 
Here, with slight exceptions, is a translation 
of the text of the epistle, which is dated 1851, 
all bracketed observations being mine: 

MY DEAR STOCKMAR: Many thanks for your 
kind lines. First of ail, I will give you the in- 
formation you desire ubout the retirement of 
Bunsen [Prussian Minister at the Court of St, 
James ]. His fall bad long been yearned for in 
Berlin, and at last | decidedly believe became a 
concession to the Emperor of Russia, by way of 
apulogy. for the signature of the protocol. 
When Prussia still noped Austria would go with 
Russia she expected to protit by her ostensible 
leaning to the Western Powers. Count Pour- 
tales was, therefore, sent back bere | London) 
with instructions to this effect, that Prussia 
would take active steps if she were guaranteed 
against Russia, Austria, and France, and gota 
tree hand as well in Germany,etc. lua state of 
enthusiasm thus created Bunsen wrote one of 
his mapy memorials, in which be wave the 
reins to his faney on the possibility of carrying 
on the war to the disintegration of Kussia and 
the aggrandizement of Prussia, and sent it con- 
tidenmiiaily to Manteullel |then and until the ac- 
cession of the Prince Keyvent Minister-Presi- 
dent], witha request that ho would show it to 
the hing or not, just as be deemed good. Now, 
his memorial came to Berlin precisely during 
the time of the great change ot front [there, 
and Manteuffel [the malicious old Macniavetti 
that he was] saw fit to submit it not only to the 
King but also to the Russians as a proof of the 
danger that would come of the Pourtaics policy. 
On che change of front becoming known here 
Bunsen feit himself stranded. He was pressed 
[by the Enogiish Government] to make Prussia 
keep her promises, and be showed so much 
zeal in endeavoring to justify his wholly 
inexcusable hatred [towards Russia] that 
be brought about a most violent scene 
with Lord Clarendon, and tciegrapbed [to Ber- 
lin] about bis Lordsbip’s own indignation. The 
Russians represented to the King that Claren- 
don was incensed witb Bunsen's plans of war 
and participation as being so monstrous [in 
their nature]. The King [they said] bad been 
permanently compromised, and Bunsen must 
leave London. The latter, therefore, wus told 
to retire [for a while) to che country, and that 
Gen. Groeben would come and explain the per- 
sonal views of the King. But Buasen protested 
[against this course]. demanded an inquiry [into 
the matter], and refused to go betore being 
justified. What bad moved the indignation of 
Clarendon, be alleged. was the latest Prussian 
move; his Lordship bud not seen the memorial. 
Count Groeben apveared, but Bunsen continued 
to demand an inquiry. asking Groeben to question 
Clarendon, Aberdeen, and Palmerston, or permit 
him todoso. This, however, Groebeu refused, 
saying that the servants ot the King did not 
need to justify themselves to foreigners. Groe- 
ben therefore went witb Bunsen and Clarendon 
to Osborne and im their presence set forth in a 
long and bigh-llown mauver that the King of 
Prussia declined to take further steps,against 
Russia, as being deeply wounded by the pre- 
sumption [of the Western Powers] that he 
would let himself be brougbt over, though it 
was true that since bis [Groeben's] arrival in 
England this bad turned out to be a micunder- 
standing. for which Bunsen was liable. Bunsen 
said nothing. but be sent his son to Berlin, who, 
after infinit attempts on the part of the Rus- 
sians to prevent his being scen by the King, at 
last got at his Majesty, and tried to convince 
him how false were the accusations brought 
against bis father. This, however, was difficult, 
as the King even declared that Victoria 
herself admitted them ina letter, of which he 
bad kept a copy. On the urgent request of the 
son tora sigbt of this letter, the King assured 
bim be could not find it, sap iag be did not read 
any longer himself. being quite blind [mot quite 
so much, surely, as his royal brother of Hano- 
vert, ana remarking that it had been, neverthe- 
leas, thus read out to bim. The King wrote a 
very warm and friendly letter to Bunsen, which 
have seen, in which be speaks of his own un- 
happy position, ctc. And nowthe father re- 
ceives fresb directions frow the Ministry to take 
s six months holiday in the country for his 
health’s sake, as his continuance in London only 
tended to compromise it, Buasen replied that 
he would do as he was told, but in view of the 
sensation which the whole affair had created be 
demanded justificauion and restitution of his 
boner, sO as to prevent his leave of absence 
from looking like a declaration of guilt befure 
all Europe, and if be did not get this he 
would resign. The only answer he got to mis 
was that he should go into the country for his 
health’s sake, and so be sent in his resiguation. 
The King was now furious. Had it come tothis. 
that one of his servants thus dared to treat bim, 
ete. The Prince of Prussia demanded that Bun- 
sen's just request for justifcauon should be 
wranted, and that Count Von Alvensleben should 
be appointed umpire [in the matter]. To this the 
kiussians joyfully agreed; but suddenly tue 
Prince of Prussia beard that Bunsen's resigna- 
tion had been accepted by telegraph on the 
same day, without bis knowledge. He therefore 
went to Alvensleben, who had decided against 
Bunsen, within an hour's time, but now con- 
fessed that be had cen none of Bunsen's 
letters in his own defense, and only the 
original documents of accusation. Hercupon 
the Prince had a scene with the King and 
his Minister, and was treated in the most shame- 
ful manner. I voueh for the exact truth of 
what is bere told you. What a picture! Bonin 
is now also away (from the War Ministry]; the 
money is voted, and the Chambers have been 
dismissed. The Prince of Prussia is also said to 
bave been most shamefuliy and insuitimaly 
treated on the occasion of Bonin's fall. Solong 
as this Ki lives or reigns there will be no 
question of the improved position of Prussia 
with respect to Engiand. The letter you send 
me contains much truth, though it attaches too 
much [importance] to the influence of Lord 
Paiwerston and too littie to the internal 
state of Germany; for if to such weuk- 
ness and changeableness as the Prussian 
Court bas now already shown since 1445 
and 1846 considerable appetitive power be 
added, its policy will be at wnce hated and de- 
spised by Burope. It was enmity to Louis Phil- 
ippe, equivocal treatment to Belgium, Carlism 
in Spain. support of King Otho in Greece, hus- 
tility to Switzerland. consent to the destruction 
of Cracow, concurrence in the police measures

New York, Jan. 11.—The attitude of the New 
York Central Kailroad—or, what amounts to the 
sume thing, Mr. William H. Vanderbilt—in the 
pratracted treigbt-rate war is exciting much 
comment and criticism from the represertatives 
of the rival trunk tines. Mr. Vanderbilt is ac- 
cused of bemg the only formidable obstacle toa 
speedy and harmonious adjustment of all ex- 
isting difficulties. His policy is denounced by 
men whose interests are witb the Pennsylvania, 
or Baltimore & Ohio, or Erie Rallraads as being 
unreasonably belligerent, and calculated rather 
to prolong the bitter strife than to bring it to 
an amicable termination. The Erie Kailway 
men frankly admit that everything depends on 
what Mr. Vanderbilt does. He holds the key to

DEPLORABLE DISCORD AND STRIFR. 

“There isno use making any bones of this.“ 
said a prominent Pennsylvania Railway officer 
today in u sudden burst of indignation. “ Van- 
derbilt is the man who can prolong or end the 
freight war. The other trunk lines stand ready 
to agree to any reasonable plan of adjustment. 
The Central is the only one that holds off. 1 
know that the Pennsylvania, the Erie, and the 
Baltimore & Obio Roads will all submit the mat- 
ter as it now stands to a board of arbitration. 
Mr. Vanderbilt, however, does not want any 
arbitration unless he is certain that he will be 
allowed everything he asks,and you may rest 
assured the time is not far distant when bis de- 
sire in that respect will be gratified.”

NORTHERN PACIFIC, 
CARL SCIIURZ’S DECISION AS TO ITS LAND 
GUANT. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Jan. 11.—Mr. Cari Schurz takes oc- 
casion today to explain in the Evening Post the 
decision be made while Secretary of the Interior 
in the matter of the Northern Pacific land- 
grant. The question is brougkt up by Senator 
Teller's resolution calling upon the Interior De- 
partment for copies of a degision of ex-Secre- 
tary Schurz concerning the Northern Pacilic 
land-grant and all papers relatWg thereto, the 
object being to show that the grant fur the con- 
struction of the road has lapsed, and that the 
lands should revert to the Government 
by reason of the railroad company’s fail- 
ure to comply with its part of tho 
contract by tbe construction of specified miles 
of road before a given date. Mr. Schurz says 
that itis not apparent whether Mr. Teller in- 
tends to question the correctness of that de- 
cision, and adds that such decisions are usuvaily 
called for on appeal frum the action of the Gen- 

eral Land Otlice. 

THESE DECISIONS ARE JUDICIAL. 
and,in making them, the question is not whether 
this or that party is to be benelited, but what 
the law is without regard to persons or interests, 
and how the law is to be executed. Mr. Schurz 


then says: 

The decision referred to was to settie the 
point, not whether it is good or bad policy tu 
give land grants to railroads, or whetber it would 
serve tbe public interest that this particular 
road should bave this particular grant, but 
whether the time during which this partieviar 
road should be completed under the law expired 
in 1877 or in IST, and whether the grant bad 
been forfeited. This was not a matter of choice 
or discretion with the Secretary of the luterior.

SPREADING CONTAGION, 
HOW SMALL-POX NURSES TRAVEL ABOUT. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 11.—There has of late been 
loose management and gross carciesness of the 
employés, both at the Small-Pox Hospital and 
the Charity Hospital on Blackwoll's Island. in al- 
lowing the inmates free ingress and egress into 
and out of the grounds of che respective es- 
tablishiments on Blackwell's Island, which places 
the numerous patients in the Charity Hospital 
and in the pavilions attached to it in great dan- 
ger of conty®cting that terrible disease. That 
the danger & contagion is certain can be seen 
from the fact that within the past ten 
or twelve days six of the iumates of 
the Charity Hospital have deen taken 
sick With the smali-pox, and were removed to 
and Small-Pox Hospital. One of these six, a 
nurse in the Charity Hospital, was attacked with 
THE MOST VIOLENT FORM OF THE DISEASE 
and died the latter part of last week. But this 
is not all. The pbysicians and nurses of the 
Small-Pox Hospital, who are paid for at- 
tending to the sick and to do their best 
to stop the spread of the disease, have, 
it seems, become so inured to the danger 
by dually seeing and bundling the victims 
in every stage of the disease that they bave be- 
come utterly regardiess of the bealth and safety 
of the citizens generally. The physicians and 
nur-es alluded to are in the habit of vi-iting the 
city and carrying in their clothes the fatal germs 
of small-pox, ba ve towether gone by cars and 
other public conveyances to theatres and ober 
places of amusement aud there sut among the 
unsusvecting public, and probably communi- 
cated the disease to healthy persons. The phy- 
sicians Visit the city daily. The nurses are 
ALLOWED TO VISIT THEI FRIENDS 

RELATIVES, 

at whose residences they occasionally remain two

His Alleged Presidential Asptrations— 
From a Bourbon Democratic Stand- 


point—Plots and Counterpiots.

CHicaGo, Jan. 7.— The opening of the new 
year certainly promises a good outlet for 
lively work in political eireles Courier- 
Journal readers have been kept well 
informed of the various gossip connected 
with the movements of the Logan coterie and 
the fight over the Chicago Collectorabip.

The chare of libel brought by the p 
of tne Evening Bulletin and Morning Ce bota 
of San Fruociseo, against Michael De Young, 
proprietor of tne Chronic, was decided In the 
Superior Court by Judge Alien th favor of the 
chroniele. The allegation of the piaiotilt was 
that the Chronicle charged bim with eius the 
support and influence or the ulietin and Cull to 
tue Central Pacifie Mailroad; that, for the sum 
of $2,000, more or less, the attitude of these 
papers toward the ruiiroad company cl 
Irom severe censure ty praise an —1 
The defendant demurred on the grouad 
Chronic’ did not state facets enough to consti- 
tute a libel, and that the article was not a libel. 
In rendering his decision the Judge stated the 
ivsue as follows: 

is it morally or legally wrong for a person to 
advocate a prujcect, matter, or claim for pecu- 
niary or valuable consideration? If it is, then 
the acuod is libelous; otherwise, it is not. 

The findings of the Court were as follows; 

„Talent is as much the capital of the advo- 
cate, the lawyer, aud the editor as merchandise 
is of the merchant: he has as much right to sell 
bis talents asthe mercbant hie morchandise, 
The lawyer, the minister, the parliamentary ad- 
vocate, tne lecturer, the autbor sells bis talent, 
and he is not the less respected for so doing. 
The greater bis learning. industry, eloquence, 
and the estcem in which he is held, the ereater 
his pecuniary compensation. It seems to me 
that it is no more ibelous to accuse one of seli- 
ing for gain the support and advocacy of 
newspaper than it woula be to accuse the mer- 
chunt of selling fur gain his merchandise. The
